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ORDINANCE NO. 90-49 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA; 

PERTAINING TO THE OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
OF COUNTY DETENTION FACILITIES AND 
DESIGNATION OF THE SHERIFF OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY AS THE CHIEF CORRECTIONAL OFFICER OF 
THE COUNTY CORRECTIONAL SYSTEM; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION 
IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 

PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Sheriff of Palm Beach County has operated and 
maintained the Palm Beach County Correctional Facility since July, 
1977; and 

WHEREAS, Florida State Statute, Chapter 951 (1989), entitled 
'•County and Municipal Prisoners," empowers the Board of County 
Commissioners to designate the Sheriff as Chief Correctional 
Officer; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the public interest for the Sheriff to be so 
designated. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be designated as and may be cited as 
"Designation of the Sheriff of Palm Beach County as Chief 
Correctional Officer Ordinance." 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

As used in this ordinance, the terms as hereinafter defined 
shall have the meanings described to them: 

1. "Sheriff means the duly elected Sheriff of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. 

2. "Deputy Sheriff" means a Deputy Sheriff duly appointed by 
the Sheriff of Palm Beach County, Florida. 

3. "Correctional Officer" means a Deputy Sheriff duly 
appointed by the Sheriff as a "Correctional Officer." 

4. "Support Personnel" means employees of the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Office working in corrections who are 
not certified as Correctional Officers and/or Law 


Enforcement Officers. 
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5. "County Detention Facility" means all existing county 
correctional facilities and any proposed or future 
facility built within Palm Beach County, including county 
jails, the county stockade, or any future county prison 
camps and/or residential probation centers used by the 
county or the Sheriff for detention of persons charged 
with or convicted of either a felony or misdemeanor. 

6. "County Prisoner" means a person who is detained in a 
county detention facility by reason of being charged with 
or convicted of either a felony or misdemeanor. 

7. "County Residential Probation Center" means a facility 
housing offenders serving misdemeanor sentences or a 
first time sentence. 

SECTION 3. DESIGNATION 

The Sheriff is hereby designated as the Chief Correctional 
Officer of the county correctional system. 

SECTION 4. APPOINTMENTS 

The Sheriff shall appoint such officers and support personnel 
as he deems necessary, and as are required by the rules and 
regulations of the Department of Corrections, for the operation and 
maintenance of the county correctional system. 

SECTION 5. ENFORCEMENT OF ALL EXISTING STATE LAWS 

The Sheriff or his designee shall enforce all existing state 
laws and administrative rules and regulations of the Department of 
Corrections concerning the operation and maintenance of the Palm 
Beach County Detention Facilities. 

SECTION 6. SALARIES OF CORRECTIONAL OFFICERS 

The salaries for correctional officers and support personnel 
shall be paid from the general revenue fund of the county and shall 
be included by the Sheriff in his proposed budget of expenditures 
for the operation and maintenance of the Palm Beach County 
Detention Facility as provided in §30.49, Florida Statutes. 
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SECTION 7. STANDARDS AND REQUIREMENTS 

The Sheriff shall comply with all applicable standards and 
requirements as prescribed by the State of Florida, and as set 
forth in §951.23, Florida Statutes. 

SECTION 8. STATUS OF CORRECTIONAL OFFICERS AND 

DEPUTY SHERIFFS 

All Correctional Officers shall be appointed Deputy Sheriffs 
and shall be deemed acting within the course of their official 
duties when performing their duties as either Law Enforcement 
Officers and/or Correctional Officers and will be under the 
complete and exclusive control of the Sheriff. 

SECTION 9. RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The Sheriff shall make and prescribe such rules and 
regulations that are reasonably necessary and appropriate for the 
proper administration and enforcement of the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 10. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to county correctional 
facilities that conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 11. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this ordinance, is for any reason, held by the court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION 12. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The section of this ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish this, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

SECTION 13. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
